1. Claims 1-27 has been canceled. 

Claims 28 - 127, renumbered as 1 - 100 are allowed over the prior art of the record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of the record fails to anticipate or rendered obvious the claimed "generating 
a stereoscopic panoramic mosaic image pair with strip generator and a mosaic image generator 
module" as recited in the independent claims 28, 52, 61, 85, 97, and 121, and the claimed "a 
plurality of projectors each disposed to project a respective portion of one of a plurality 
panoramic images in overlapping fashion on the screen, each panoramic image being for viewing 
by a respective one of a viewer' s eyes, and a viewing arrangement for facilitating transmission of 
a respective one of images to each of the viewer's eyes to facilitate stereoscopic viewing of the 
panoramic image defined by the panoramic images" as recited in the independent claims 56, 59, 
92, and 95.
